I L Comment . Deutsch Wagram airfield has not been occupied by an air 

unit since August 1952. The status of the AA gun emplacements and the 
traffic of military personnel and vehicles in Strasshof and Deutsch 
Wagram indicate that the airfield is probably again to be occupied by 
air units. The buildings referred to in paragraph 2 and 3 of the 
present report were entered on a previously transmitted sketch. 
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
